3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  General  Expenses  as  estimated  in 
the  budget. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $4,500.00  for  Town  Highway  Construc- 
tion. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
issue  a  series  of  notes  not  to  exceed  $4,000.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  a  new  town  dump  truck,  the  make  and 
model  to  be  determined  by  the  Selectmen  with  the  advice  of 
the  Highway  Committee. 


6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  all  monies 
in  the  Highway  Capital  Reserve  Truck  Fund  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  all  monies 
in  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  Town  Buildings. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  create  a  Highway  Depart- 
ment Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  Huher 
Maintainer  and  trade  in  the  present  Caterpillar  Grader 
toward  same. 

.11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  author- 
ity granted  to  the  Selectmen,  by  vote  of  Art.  5  in  the  March 
11.  1968  Town  Meeting,  to  issue  a  series  of  notes  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  $6,000.00. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

13.  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing ordinance  relating  to  the  regulation  of  public  dances  and 
dance  halls  in  the  Town  of  Bridgewater : 

1.  Purpose.  In  order  to  prevent  disorder,  reduce  the  pos- 
sibility of  injury  to  life  and  property,  and  promote  recrea- 
tional activities  in,  and  die  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater,  from  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  date  of  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  all  persons,  groups,  or  corporations 
sponsoring,  holding,  or  organizing  public  dances  or  operat- 


ing  public  dance  halls  within  the  Town  of  Bridgewater  shall 
he  subject  to  the  following  regulations. 

2.  Perm  it  required.  Any  person,  group,  or  corporation 
desiring  to  hold  or  sponsor  any  public  dance,  or  operate  any 
public  dance  hall,  shall,  at  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  such 
fiance  or  the  opening  of  such  dance  hall,  apply  in  writing 
to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Bridgewater  for  a  permit 
so  to  do. 

3.  Issuance  of  permit.  The  Selectmen  shall,  within  tour  (4) 
days  of  such  application,  issue  a  permit  for  such  dance  or 
the  operation  of  such  dance  hall  only  when  the  following 
required  information  is  furnished,  and  the  following  re- 
quired conditions  met: 

a.  The  application  shall  state  the  place,  date  and  time 
or  times  for  the  dance  or  the  operation  of  the  dance  hall, 
and  the  full  names  and  addresses  of  all  parties  respt  ns!ble 
for,  or  having  any  economic  interest  in  the  dance  or  dance- 
hall. 

b.  There  shall  be  located  on  the  premises  where  any  dance- 
is  to  be  held,  or  dance  hall  operated,  a  telephone  open  t  > 
use  by  the  public,  and  the  application  shall  list  the  number 
thereof. 

c.  Adequate  off  street  parking  shall  be  provided,  an  1  such 
parking  space  shall  be  fully  lighted  if  the  dance  is  to  be 
held,  or  the  dance  hall  operated  in  non-daylight  hours. 
The  application  shall  state  how  this  requirement  is  to  be  met. 

d.  All  dances  and  dance  halls  shall  have  adequate  police 
coverage,  as  required  by  RSA  105  :9,  and  as  determined  and 
appointed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Town  of  Bridge- 
water,  and  all  police  officers  thereby  required  shall  be 
paid  by  the  operator  of  such  dance  or  dance  hall  in  accord- 
ance with  the  current  schedule  of  pay  for  special  officers 
in  the  Town  of  Bridgewater. 

4.  Revised  permit.  The  Selectmen  shall  issue  a  revised  per- 
mit when,  upon  written  application  made  at  least  three  (3) 
days   prior   to   the   time   of   the   dance,   there   shall   be   any 
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changes  in  the  information  required  by  section  (3),  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  the  requirements  contained  therein 
are  still  met. 

5.  Posting  of  Permit.  Any  permit  issued  in  accordance  with 
this  ordinance  shall  he  in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  date, 
time,  and  place  of  the  permitted  dance  or  dance  hall  opera- 
tions, and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  parties  or  party 
responsible  for  such  dance  or  dance  hall  operations  and 
shall  be  posted  in  a  visible  location  at  such  dance  or  dance 
hall  at  the  time  of  the  dance  or  the  times  of  operation  of 
s:  il  dance  hall. 

6.  Penalty.  Any  person,  group  of  persons,  or  corporation 
which  violates  any  of  die  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  for  each 
such  violation. 

7.  Separability.  If  any  section,  clause,  provision  or  phrase 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
b}  any  court  or  competent  authority,  such  holding  shall  not 
affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other  section,  clause,  pro- 
vision, phrase,  or  portion  of  this  ordinance." 

14.     To  transact  any  further  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

The  Selectmen  with  the  advice  of  the  Highway  Ad- 
visory Committee  purchased  a  Hough  Payloader  from  the 
R.  C.  Hazelton  Co.,  with  a  backhoe,  Snow  Plow  and  Wing. 
This  equipment  has  performed  very  satisfactorily  and  is  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  Town  equipment. 

Originally  the  Hawkins  Brook  Project  was  planned  to 
extend  the  box  culvert  20'  up  stream  and  be  filled  over  the 
top  up  to  road  level.  This  would  eliminate  a  very  dan- 
gerous condition,  which  was  caused  by  the  upstream  re- 
taining wall  cracking  and  moving  out,  due  to  loads  travel- 
ling on  this  section  of  road.  The  culvert  wasn't  designed 
to  carrv  these  loads  many  years  ago,  when  it  was  first  con- 
structed. This  stretch  of  road  is  narrow  and  crooked  and 
the  approach  over  this  culvert  from  either  end  is  downhill, 
making  it  especially  dangerous  in  the  winter  months.  A  re- 
view of  these  circumstances  indicated  the  logical  approach 
to  the  overall  situation  would  be  to  extend  the  box  culvert 
40'  downstream.  This  would  allow  for  the  roadbed  to  be 
moved  downstream  and  straightening  out  this  stretch  of 
road.  An  engineering  survey  was  made  and  land  taking  was 
completed.  The  culvert  was  constructed  and  the  new  road 
bed  brought  to  near  final  grade  resulting  in  a  much  safer 
piece  of  road.  At  the  same  time  the  banking  on  Dicey's 
corner  was  cut  back. 

The  additional  concrete  work  in  this  project  resulted 
in  an  $1,800  overdraft  and  the  balance  of  the  work  that 
was  done  accounted  for  most  of  the  large  overdraft  in  the 
highway  department  appropriation.  It  is  planned  for  this 
project  to  be  graveled  and  surfaced  with  TRA  funds  this 
year.  We  are  sure  that  this  has  created  a  much  safer  situ- 
ation than  had  existed  there   for  many,  many  years. 

The  bridge  over  the  Dick  Brown  Brook  on  the  John 
Smith  Hill  road  was  replaced  with  a  concrete  structure 
this  past  year.  On  the  Hammond  Hill  Road  the  deck  in  the 
bridge  over  the  Woodman  Brook  was  replaced.  Several  cul- 
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verts  were  in  need  of  replacing  and  a  lot  of  them  were  re- 
placed. There  is  still  a  need  for  replacing  more  culverts  and 
adding  new  ones. 

This  past  year  road  oils  were  very  difficult  to  obtain. 
As  a  result  no  sealing  was  done  this  year.  This  appropriation 
of  $1,000  was  forwarded  to  1971  and  the  Selectmen  are  re- 
questing an  additional  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  1971 
sealing  program. 

Since  1967  the  Selectmen  have  revalued  certain  areas 
of  the  town  which  showed  substantial  increase  in  value.  This 
policy  is  not  only  in  compliance  with  the  law  but  keeps  the 
property  valuation  on  an  equitable  basis  and  reduces  the 
possibility  of  another  expensive  revaluation.  The  following 
tabulation  show>  the  increases  in  the  total  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  since  revaluation.

The  net  increase  in  the  1970  Town  Budget  over  the 
1969  Budget  was  $16,555.00.  The  Selectmen  were  able  to 
pick  up  enough  added  valuation  to  hold  the  same  1969  Tax 
Rate.  The  net  increase  in  the  1971  Town  Budget  over  1970 
Budget  is  $10,450.00  of  which  $8,600.00  is  the  increase  in 
the  Town's  school  tax  in  1971  over  1970. 

The  yearly  assessment  of  new  properties,  modifica- 
tion of  existing  properties  and  revaluation  of  certain  areas 
where  sales  indicate  this  is  necessary,  should  produce 
enough  added  valuation  again  this  year  to  hold  the  same 
1969  -  1970  tax  rate.

Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  redemption  period  provided 
by  law  has  expired  on  these  unredeemed  taxes,  the  Tax 
Collector  should  execute  deeds  to  the  Town  of  all  the  real 
estate  on  which  the  Town  holds  the  above  tax  liens.

''80  :38  -  The  collector,  after  two  years  from  the  sale, 
shall  execute  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  a  deed 
of  the  land  so  sold  and  not  redeemed " 

The  issuance  of  tax  deeds  by  the  Collector  immediately 
after  the  expiration  of  the  statutory  redemption  period  is 
mandatory.  Consequently,  the  Tax  Collector  should  comply 
with  the  law  and  execute  deeds,  in  every  instance,  as  soon 
f;S  the  legal  redemption  period  has  terminated. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955 
require  that  the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recom- 
mendations (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the 
next  animal  report  of  the  Town.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits 
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contained  in  the  audit  report  is  optional,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.

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REPORT    OF    FOREST    FIRE    WARDEN 
AND    DISTRICT    CHIEF 

During  this  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal 
of  cooperation  in  the  prevention  of  fires.  We  wish  to  express 
our  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Your  forest  fire  warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  every- 
one understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of 
outdoor  fires,  a  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow. 

Fire  Permits 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This 
includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  (such 
burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  A.M. 
and  after  5:00  P.M.) 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of 
household  waste  in  towns  where  such  rubbish  is  collected  by 
the  town. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  nor- 
mal conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Fire  Chief 
and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a 
hazardous   area.     Permits    for   cooking   fires    in   the   White 
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Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in 
public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been 
built  for  this  purpose.

January  1,  1970  through  December  31,  1970 

A  full  time  visiting  nurse  service  was  started  on  July  1, 
1969.  The  Newfound  Area  Nursing  Association  became 
Medicare  certified  on  August  20,  1969.  It  is  supported  by 
contributions  from  the  four-town  area  which  it  covers : 
Bristol,  Bridgewater,  New  Hampton  and  Alexandria.  The 
office  is  located  in  the  Bristol  Medical  Center.  Twenty-four 
hour  coverage  is  available  in  the  event  of  emergencies.  When 
the  Visiting  Nurse  is  making  calls,  the  telephone  is  covered 
by  an  answering  service  located  in  the  Community  Service 
Office  from  9:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  This  year  NANA  pur- 
chased a  new  black  Jade  Maverick  to  be  used  by  the  Visiting 
Nurse.  It  can  be  easily  identified  by  NANA's  own  gold  in- 
signia painted  on  the  side  and  the  identification  number  plate 
NANA1.  The  nursing  staff  has  increased  with  the  addition 
of  two  part-time  nurses.  The  total  number  of  nursing  visits 
for  1970  was  1585,  with  the  break  down  as  follows: 

Skilled  nursing  care  visits:  1303 

Physiotherapy  visits :  61 

Health  promotion  -  no  charge  visits:     218 
Consultation  visits :  3 

These  nursing  visits  covered  all  age  groups  with  a  varied 
number  of  problems  as  can  be  seen  by  the  following:  17 
visits  were  made  to  age  group  newborns  to  1  yr. ;  31  visits  to 
children  1  to  4  yrs. ;  37  visits  to  age  group  5-17  yrs. ;  ten 
visits  to  age  group  18  to  20  yrs. ;  107  visits  to  age  group  20  to 
44  yrs. ;  235  to  age  group  45  to  64,  and  1148  visits  to  people 
65  and  over.
